‘THanks mainly to the. good sonse of King 
Osean, the partition of Sweden and Norway, 
which for some time seemed not unlikely to 
lead to an internecine struggle between the 
two Scandinavian monarchies, has been 
brought to a peaceful conclusion, and the 
two uations, though not under one hdad, 
have come to recognise the fact that each 
and both have Leen saved from a great 
danger. But vot only are the Scandinavian 
States ts be congratulated on the result but 
the whole of Europe, as there is now no 
doulst that one of the first results of a war 
hatween the States would have been a claim 
on the part of Russia and Germany to 
ddelare thé ‘Bultic a closed sea. England 
hound by the traditions of conturies to 
friendship with both countries conld have 
~~-taken part -widh neither. Russia does not 
feel quite assured with regard to her hold 
on Finland, and bas contrived to alienate 
the Scandinavia population of that coun- 
try; to render herself more secure she has 
heen desirous of what she calls a rectifiea- 


which would have ‘given her what khe i8 
most desirous of, an ice-free port opening 
directly on the Atlanth coast. Surrounded 
on all widis, Sweden-would have bera help- 
Juss, and the moral effect on the Finlanders 
of lunving a free Soandinavian State in close 
proximity would bave been effectually coua- 
teracted, It seems strange that’ in the 
beginning of the dispute Norway did not. 
sufficiently appretiate the consequence of 
pressing her claims +t foufranee, and that it 
was only through the superior political 
prescience of the Kaya and the Goveroment 
of Sweden that the great common danger 
has beet momentarily, at least, averted. 
The only source of gratification Teft ix that 
at the last moment. both nations did come 
to ser the danger to themselves, and that 
now that all possible sources of dispute 
have heen removed, both ‘are better able to 
see the primary necessily of a close alliance. 

But Swedea and Norway are not the 
only taro countries where internal differ- 
ences, in reality of very litte moment to 
either, have Leen raised to the position of 
international ibfeelimg. The second in- 
stance is perhaps of grealer importanes to. 
the peace of Enrope, For eonturies Austria 
and Fhingary have similarly. been two inde- 
pendent countries with different: political 
aspirations anited under the one dynastic 
head, Such a close connection demands

GOLIISION IN THE WEST RIVER. 


CBINESE TORPEDO BOAT SUNK. 


‘A collision between the s.s, Tad On and tha 
Chineso ‘torpedo boat 27 Sui took place on 
Toesluy uight, fortunately without involving 
any loss of life, It is not known exactly how 
the disaster ‘ocourred, but the Corimer vessel 
which was on a voyage from Hongkong 40 
Canton, reports that when opposite Koug Sha, 
steumiug in Chinoso waters, the torpedo boat 
suddenly appoared in front, Tt was imposaible 
then to avoid a collision, and the vassels crashed 
intoeach othor. ‘The U Sui quickly filled with 
water and, sank shortly after the impact. Her 
crew were’ taken off in safety and brought to 
Hongkong. 

‘Another account of tho collision is given by 
u parsenger on board tho J'ai On, Tho vessel 
had just got out of tho river at Lon Koot 
Island when a boat wus ndticed right obead, 
‘As eho hod only a mast light showing, they 
concluded she was stationary or moving: vory 
slowly, but suddenly sho came forward acroks 
tho fai On's bow. ‘The latter's ongines were 
reversed, but too lale to avoid collision, and she 
struck the other vossel, which proved to be the 
Chin-se torpedo boat U. Lui ubaft tho engine 
room. A boat was lauuched from the U, Lui 
which took off two or threo men, while the ehiof 
officer of the Tui Ov promptly took off the 
romaindor in their boats. The stricken oraft 
‘drified some little distance off, but the tide 
washed her back and sho sank 25 minutes after 
the collision alongside.the Zui On, all her crew 
of 24 being saved, So cager ware some of tha 
Chinese to save their persdual effects from the 
sinking ship that they jumped ou beard her shen 
xbo came alongside und rushed below for their 
belovgiigs. Some of thom narrowly escaped
